“THE ARMY” 
By B.M.P. 


The tour of Hastern Canada ar- 
ranged by the Department of Nation- 
al Defence for Canadian editors, while 
covering every branch of Canada's 
war enterprise ,concentrated especi- 
ally on the Army, 

We visited the Basic Training Cen- 
tre at Brantford, the Army Trades 
School at Hamilton, the General Mo- 
tors proving ground for army vehi- 
cles near Oshawa ,the great military 
encampiments and Advanced Training 
Centres at Camp Borden, Petawawa, 
Vaicartier and Debert, and the Offi- 
cers’ Training Centre at Brockville. 

We saw the raw recruit with only a 
few days” training in army life behind 
him ‘and the young soldier-student 
being taught the art of a skilled 
tradesman, We were impressed with 
thé fact that the classroom plays ful- 
ly. as important a part in this war 
as does the drill hall and the rifle 
range, while the great army of in- 
structors are performing a service 
almost as vital as that of officers on 
the battlefield, Later we came to 
the more advanced trainees engeged 
in rifle drill, machine-gun tactics, 
mortar-firing demonstrations and 
manoeuvres, going through their 
paces with machine-like precision. 
We were given every opportunity to 
talk with cfficers and men, Almost 
without exception we found them 
keenly interested in their work and 
eager to get on with the job of mas- 
tering the complicated arms and ma- 
chines placed at their disopsal, 

Above all we were amazed at the 
tremendous hitting-power of the mod- 
ern mechanized and swiftly-moving 
army. We had a preview of Cana- 
da’s new war machines at the Gen- 
eral Motors’ proving ground in the 
wilds of eastern Ontario, where 
speedy blitz buggies vied with track- 
ed or armoured fighting vehicles and 
troop or load-carrying utility trucks 
for the honor of climbing the steep- 
est hill or travelling over the rough. 
est ground. Down the side of precipi- 
tous slopes, through deep gullies and 
over ‘sharp projections in the land. 
scape went the bouncing, bounding 
vehicles, surmounting every difficulty 
with apparent ease.. It was not so 
easy on the drivers and crews, as 
‘some editors found to their sorrow 
when they essayed a ride in one of 
the new fighting machines. Bus it 
was 4 revelation of the progress 
made by Canada’s motor industry in 
meeting the demands of modern war,

One’ hundred and twenty-eight 
years ago this month, Napoleon, at 
the head of an immense army of 610,- 
000 veterans, entered Moscow on Sep- 
tember 14th as a great conugeror, and 
left it a defeated and broken man on 
October 19th. 

Napoleon was defeated simply be- 
cause he had_ taken a long chahce, 
contrary to his usual practice, and it 
had fuiled him, He gambled on find- 
ing sufficient food for his Grande 
Armee in Moscow, but during those 
fateful 35 days the Russians, refus- 
ing to meet him in battle, adopted 
the “Scorched Earth” policy and 
burned all the food in Moscow and in 
the surrounding; countryside, and so 
Napoleon's Grande Armee, which for 
years had. made all Europe .tremble, 
retreated in headlong flight back to 
Paris in a mad race against starva- 
tion, Most of his soldiers perished of 


starvation, until by December 12th 
only 4,500 men remained, 

It is well to remember all this in 
order to appreciate in its proper light 
the wonderful contribution which our 
Cana‘iian farmers have made towards 
the winning of this war by making a 
great surplus of wheat available, 
which at least is a good assurance 
that our Allied Armies will never 
have to retreat because of the lack 
of food, 


Following factors have tended to 
raise price: Buropean crops have been 
reduced by adverse weather condi- 
tions by about 30 million bushels — 
Limited amounts of food may be al- 
lowed into Greece to relieve the acute 
shortage there—Ontario may have 
to import about 30 million bushels of 
feed grains from the West this year. 

Following factors have tended to 
lower price:—The 1041-42 Australian 
wheat crop has been estimated at 
160 million bushels; up 78 million 
from last year— Canadian overseas 
shipments have declined considerably: 
from midsummer high levels — Mr. 
Morgenthau of the U.S. Treasury De- 
partment has advocated increased 
acreage allotments,

The so-called “ordinary”, or ortho- 
dox infantry-artillery division actual- 
ly has more vehicles than the armour- 
‘ed formation (4,000 to 3,600), for if 
the latter has tanks, armoured cars 
and tank transporters, the former has 
many more troop-carrying and gen- 
eral service trucks, artillery tractors, 
infantry carriers and reconnaissance 
cars, There are more thousands of 
headquarters, army and corps troops 
vehicles. The ordnance troops neces- 
sary to maintain such an array of 
fighting and transport vehicles, ‘all of 
them under hard usage, can easily be 
visualized. 


CIVILIANS HELP 


In meeting the imperative need, the 
Army has been imménsely aided by 
the provincial Departments of Edu- 
cation and the Canadian Youth 
Training Centres. Without their in- 
valuable co-operation .the problem 
Would have presented much greater 


| difficulty, Instead, the work of es- 


tablishing, staffing and equipping a 
wide-spread series of schools for ele- 
mentary training was almost entirely 
taken ovér by civilian institutons and 
educationalists. 

A total of 99 vocational and tech- 
nical schools and Youth Training Cen- 


tres now have well over 3,000 
militery students attending their 
classes. No city between Nanaimo 


| and Saint John but has one or more 


elementary army trade-training 
course, of three-months duration, on 
subjeets ranging from how to make 
false teeth to how to swing a black- 
smith’s sledge, 

At Hamilton, Ontario, is the key 
institution of the entire system, The 
army has dubbed it the “Vocational 
College”—the Army Trades School— 
to which the technical schoo] stu- 
dents graduate, Commanded by Col, “| 
D. A. White, D.S.O., the Trades 
School operates classes of 3 to 5 
months duration according to trade. 
The syllabus is in the hands of 175 
thoroughly trained and qualified in- 
structors, turned soldiers, who have 
been assisted by automotive experts 
and leading educationalists loaned by 
the Ontario government. Nearly 
2,000 youths are in training and it 
is certain that a great proportion are 
also learning a trade which will be 
invaluable ‘in civilian life after apply- 
ing their knowledge to the mobile 
army’s needs, 


ADVANCED TRAINING 


Trade-training of the recruit for 
the Army's tanks, carriers, jeeps, 
armoured and reconnaisance cars, 
troop transports and tractors, and 
great armadas of trucks and trail- 
ers, does not stop with the civilian 
technical school and the Army “Voca- 
tional College” courses. Even before 
the soldier-students began their 
trade-training, they had already 
taken two months instruction in a 
Basic Training Centre in the funda- 
mentals of soldiering and the array of 
weapons used by the infantry, and 
now they go to an advanced training 
centre of their particular arm. 
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This final phase of, instruction is 
practicing all they have learned in the 
trade schools with actual army tools 
on army vehicles, All technical corps 
such as Ordnance and Engineers 
have their experts in senior posts, 
but the students of the army trade- 
schools make up the bulk of the me- 
chanical staffs at both forward and 
rear depots and machine shops, 
In addition, the ranks of the expert 
army mechanics are swelled by sub- 


sidiary advanced courses in industrial] 


establishments and advanced army 
schools, 


INDUSTRIAL : CLASSES 


Continuous automotive classes are 
operated for the Army in the plants 
of Ford Motor, Chrysler Corporation, 
General Motors, International Har. 
vester (13 plants) and Labatt’s, and 
a special infantry carrier course is 
being given by Ford. A pulp com- 
pany is training diesel mechanics for 
the tanks, and nine major construc- 
tion companies are training army en- 
gineers. Nearly 300 officers and 
men are also in the United States 
taking mechanics, motorcycle and 
motor mechanics, 


Two unique schools are also in op- 
eration by old branches of the Army 
which have suddenly taken on new 
importance and meaning with the 
coming of full army méchanization. 


The Royal Canadian Army Ser- 
vice Corps, which must now fuel 
the Army as well as feed it, is en- 
suring that rations will always ar- 
rive up-the-line by operating a driv- 
ing and maintenance school at 
Woodstock, Ontario. Trucks and 
lorries are given a gruelling test- 
ing, and the drivers have hair-rais- 
ing adventures, When they qualify 
at Woodstock as expert army | 
“wheelers” they can take a truck 
over. terrain and obstacles that | 
would make civilian trackers 
blench. | 


GREAT DEPENDENCE | 


The Royal Canadian Ordnance! 
Corps has also leaped into new im- 
portance and prominence with mech- | 
anization. Almost solidly composed | 
of tradesmen, the Ordance Corps is| 
operating an advanced diesel and mo- | 
tor mechanics course at London, Ont, | 
Even the freshmen are frequently i 
perienced garagemen, and graduates, | 
when. they proceed to the mainten- 
ance units, will be able to operate, 
service, maintain and repair any type 
of military tracked or wheeled vehi- 
cle. They will be their corps’ me- 
chanical trouble-shooters, trained to 
handle any possible job in a base 
workshop or field lorry repair unit. 

It ie true that the lads in the jaun- 
ty black berets of the Armoured 
Corps have stolen a great share of 
the spectacular attributes of their 
job, But it is the men in the oil- 
stained monkey-suits who live, laugh 
and labour amid the reek of gasoline 
fumes and clangour of the field work- 
shops, who hold the fate of a mech- 
ganized army in their capable hands, 
The very essence of successful blitz 
tactics ig movement, and it is the 
soldier-trgdesmen who must keep 
their army moving. 


The soldierly satisfaction in that 
imperative work is great, and the at- 
tractiveness of service in the mechan- 
ical section of any corps is. enhanced 
by the fact that such Canadian citi- 
zen-soldiers are perfecting a civilian 
trade while they fight.

revolver, protection against gas, driv- 
ing of wheeled and tracked vehicles 
as well as intactical exercises. There 
are 26 of these advanced training 
centres across Canada. The editors 
saw them in action at Camp Borden, 
Petawawa and Valcartier, { 

Meanwhile another vitally import- 
ant role in moulding Canada’s new 
army is being carried out at the 
Army Trades School in Hamilton, 
where soldierstudents learn the trades 
associated with’ mechanized equip- 
ment. An entirely new development 
of this war, this school is but one 
phase of the huge trades-training 
program aimed at providing skilled 
and semi-skilled tradesmen for the 
Canadian Army, which is now com- 
pletely motorized and which has ar- 
mored regiments and tank battalions 
as its striking weapons, For exam- 
ple, all students of the Army Trades 
School first attended one of the 99 
Canadian Technical Schools. They. 
were aiso first trained in the funda- 
mentals of soldiering at a Basic Train 
ing Centre. At present there are 
about 1,300 students at the Hamilton 
school with an ultimate capacity of 
2,000, Their periods of ingtruction 
range from three to five months, de- 
pending on the character of their 
trade, These lads will become artil- 
lery artificers, carpenters and joiners, 
electricians, engine artificers, motor 
vehicle fitters,-instrument and wire- 
‘less mechanics, These are only a few 
of the 150 types of tradesmen in the | 
modern army, A large staff of in- 
structors is required on the four main 
departments which are: Automotive, 
Electrical, Machine and Fitting, and 
Carpentry, In adition there are fa- 
cilities for draughting, blacksmithing 
welding and sheet metal work.

Canada’s army is being whipped into 
shape by long, hard hours of grinding 
on the part of instructors and pupils, 

Naturally it tends to become mon- |

both officers and men, we hear few, 
serious complaints other than the ex- 
pression of a general desire to be 
on'the way overseas. Month after 
month at Borden, Petawawa and De-| 
bert tend to become tiresome, to put 
it mildly, It was the same at Val-;

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UNITED GRAIN GROWERS ADVOCATE 
COST OF LIVING BONUS TO FARMERS 


R, 8. Law, President of United 
Grain Growers Limited, under date of 
September 19th, 1041, issued a state- 

ment on behalf of the Directors of 
that Company, advocating a payment 
on an acreage basis to western wheat 
farmers, comparable to the cost of 
living bonus, to compénsate farmers 
for increased costs pre this 
year and to remedy the deficiency in 
western farm income. The statement 
is as follows: 

“It is becoming more evident every 
day that western wheat income is 
inadequate for the satisfactory main- 
tenance of agricultural production in 
western Canada, The situation calls 
for full government review , at the 
earliest possible moment to bring 
about an adjystment. Western far- 
mers are suffering not only from re- 
duced production caused by adverse 
weather conditions and by their com- 


| pliance with the government plan for 


wheat acreage reduction; they are 
suffering from increased costs of liv- 
ing and operation due to the rise of 
prices in Canada, Adjustment. of in- 
come is required for exactly the same 
reasons which have — brought about) 
cost of living bonuses in industry and 
in the Civil Service, and is more ur-| 
gently requred because farmers have 
to provide not only for cost of living 
but also for cost of operation. 
“There are several possible methods 
of making such an adjustment, One 
would be a considerable increase in 
the basis of initial payments for 
wheat by the Canadian Wheat Board, 
The Board of Directors of United 
Grain Growers Limited advocated 
such an increase as far back as last 
January. It now feels it necessary 
however, because of subsequent devel- 
opments, to put forward a suggestion 
for an alternative basis, One reason 
is that the Government has now twice 
refused to make such an increase, 


-Another is that owing to new factors 


which entered the situation, an in- 
crease in Wheat Board payments 
| would only partially meet the present 
problem. If granted, to make it reas- 
onably satisfactory, it would be neces- 
sary to supplement it by direct pay- 
ments in respect to a large volume 
of wheat which, cannot or will not be 
delivered to the Canadian Wheat 
Board this year but which farmers 
will dispose of otherwise by sale on 
the open market, by feedng on their 
own farms or by sale. to neighbors 
for feeding purposes, To farmers so 
disposing of their wheat, or to those 
who have had less than average 
yields, an increase in Wheat Board 
payments unless otherwise supple- 
mented would either be a minor or 
an indequate benefit. 

“Nevertheless, it is clear that it is 
in respect to wheat that farm income 
needa to be adjusted, for wheat is the 
one important commodity in Canada 
which is still selling on a basis of 
distressed prices, It is the wheat far- 
mer on whose behalf adjustment is 
most urgently required, and those far- 
mers who have also other lines of 
production require adjustment in re- 
' spect to their wheat operations. 

“For such reasons the Board of 
Directors of United Grain Growers 
Limited advocates that there should 
be paid to each wheat farmer a haga 
on his wheat acreage. It should be 
applied not on the acreage actually 
| seeded to wheat in 1941, but on what 
is known as his basic wheat acreage. 


) 


That is the acreage established by 
the Canadian Wheat Board for each 
individual farmer in order to regulate 
quota deliveries of wheat this yeur. 
It is wtih minor exceptions 65 per cent 
of the acreage seeded to wheat in 
1940, The total of basic wheat acre- 
ages established by the Canadian 
Wheat Board is probably in the 
neighborhood of eighteen and one- 
half million acres, A payment of 
$3.00 per basic acre would amount 
to $55,500,000; Any calculation of 
western farm income will show that 
for the ourrent crop year it falls 
short by at least .that amount of 
enough to provide adequately for ag- 
ricultural maintenance. That such 
an estimate is moderate may be seen 
by noting that if western farmers 
and farm workers were to receive a 
cost of living: bonus only on the same 
basis as is being widely applied to 
industrial and civil service workers, 
it would amount to some $45,000,000 
or more, and that their need for an 
adjustment, which ought to cover 
production as well as living costs is 
greater than that of wage earners. 
“A few of the comparative advan- 
tages of such a plan may be men- 
tioned. It would be unnecessary for 
the Dominion government to reverse 
decisions already made, It would be 
in cenformity with the acreage pay- 
ments already provided for in connec- 
tion with the wheat acreage reduc- 
tion plan and the assumption in that 
plan of government for 
supplementing farmers’ Hmited in- 
come from wheat, It would not inter- 
fere with feeding of wheat to live 
stock. It corresponds in principle to 
the cost of living bonus given to wage 
earners, Its benefits are equitably 
distributed with no discrimination 
against the farmer whose yields this 
year were low, It would not require 
to be applied immediately to be ef- 
fective, but necessary time could be 
taken by the government of Canada 
to study the problem, and possibly to 
bring the plan before Parliament. 
“In reviewing the situation the 
government may properly take into 
account the fact as a result of 
government policies in both countries 
much higher prices now. prevail for 
wheat in the United States than are 
available to Canadian farmers, Prices 
there are quite on a parity with far- 
mers’ costs, a state of affairs very 
different to what prevails.in western 
Canada. The contrast in conditions 
north and south of the international 
border, and the | natural discontent 
which such a contrast creates provide 
one more reason for asking govern- 
ment reconsideration of the plight of 
the western Canadian wheat farmer, 


“In putting forward this plan, the .

Always keep your pullets and old 
hens separated, = 

An abundance of green teed is par- 
ticularly important for newly-housed 
pullets. Alfalfa hay or the green 
feed that they have been consuming 
on rarige, placed in the laying house, 
will more closely simulate their re- 
cent range conditions and prevent a 
sudden change of diet. This avoids 
major nutritioual disturbances which, 
in the hen, are often hard to correct 
without loss or delay in egg produc- 
tion, Another method is to provide 
clean fenced runs at the front or back 
of your hen house to which the pul- 
lets have access for a month or so 
after being brought from range, ' 

If cannabilism breaks out, pine tar 
should be immediately applied to the 
affected parts, The birds that are 
doing the picking should be watched 
closely and if all other methods fail 
pick guards may be applied, 

Constant attention to the. flock is 
important when starting laying pul- 
lets. They cannot be handled like 
old hens. Even if it means practical. 
ly living with your birds for two or 
three weeks after they are brought 
indoors, watch and look after them 
carefully, The time and effort spent 
in this regard will be well paid for 
in more eggs and a healthier flock. 
Starting with the very first evening 
that your pullets are moved to their. 
winter quarters be sure to visit them 
at dusk or when they have gone to 
roost, Many birds will be huddled 
together on the floor, Without caus- 
ing any excitement place these pul- 
lets up on the roosts. Continue this 
pratcice every evening until all birds 
roost without your help. Only per- 
serverance will accomplish this end, 
but it is very important, 

The use of artificial lights for 
poultry has long been a much argued 
question. The general consensus 
at the present time is that the stan- 
dardization of the hen’s day to thir- 
teen hours from October to March is 
beneficial to egg production. Where 
electricity is available and not too 
expensive it is the safest and most
